George  did 
so,  however,  on  a  grand  scale,  ulti- 
mately providing  a  clinic  in  mental 
health,  deferring  his  personal  gratifica- 
tion and  taking  on  the  personal,  family 
and  community  responsibilities  of  the 
savings  and  loan. 

As  for  his  relationship  with  his 
father,  the  only  evidence  is  an  early 
scene  where  George  openly  expresses 
his  affection  and  admiration,  and  the 
maid  properly  says  something  to  the 
effect:  "It's  about  time  one  of  you  lugs 
said  that." 

Lastly,  the  comments  on  Uncle 
Billy's  alcoholism  refer  to  it  impinging 
on  other  people  and  being  covered  up. 
While  these  concepts  are  current 
favorites  among  some  in  the  psychoan- 
alytic community,  the  observations  just 
aren't  supported  by  the  events  in  the 
film.  Uncle  Billy's  only  significant  act 
that  negatively  impinged  on  others  was 
misplacing  the  money  to  be  deposited 
in  Mr.  Potter's  bank.

1  was  surprised  that  the  article  did 
not  briefly  mention  that  the  destroyer 
was  named  after  Capt.  Cassin  Young 
who  won  the  Medal  of  Honor  for  his 
heroic  actions  during  the  attack  on 
Pearl  Harbor. 

His  ship,  the  USS  Vestal,  was  tied 
outboard  of  the  USS  Arizona  when  it 
blew  up,  and  Young  was  blown  off  the 
bridge  into  the  water.  He  swam  back, 
boarded  and  fought  the  fires  and  the 
attacking  Japanese. 

The  Vestal  was  badly  damaged  and 
had  to  be  beached  to  save  it  from  sink- 
ing. Captain  Young  was  killed  on  the 
bridge  of  the  cruiser  USS  San  Fran- 
cisco during  the  Nov.  13,  1942,  night 
action  off  Guadalcanal,  which  pitted 
American  cruisers  against  Japanese 
battleships.

IX  YEARS  ago  this  month,  Sad- 
dam Hussein  poked  his  nose  out 
of  his  Baghdad  hiding  place, 
flipped  on  CNN  and  saw  that  his 
much-touted  Republican  Guard 
had  fallen  on  its  face  in  its 
attempt  to  prevent  U.S. -led 
forces  from  restoring  Kuwaiti 
sovereignty.  He  had  promised 
the  "mother  of  all  battles." 
Instead,  his  soldiers  became 
orphans  of  defeat. 

Even  so,  after  the  shooting  stopped — and 
despite  our  troops'  swift  juggernaut  around, 
over  and  through  Iraqi  defenses — there  was 
considerable  grumbling  here  at  home  about 
the  fact  that  Hussein  remained  at  the  helm. 
The  consensus  was:  We  will  hear  from  this 
guy  again.  And  indeed,  in  the  intervening 
years,  Iraq  seldom  has  been  quiet  for  long. 
Hussein  never  seems  to  do  anything  of  con- 
sequence, but  he  creates  just  enough  mis- 
chief to  keep  at  least  one  Pentagon  eye 
trained  on  Iraq  and  one  finger  close  enough 
to  the  trigger  to  react  in  a  timely  fashion. 

Which  brings  me  to  the  subject  of  this 
column:  preparedness.  Today's  notion  of 
preparedness  means  having  sufficient  force 
in  place  to  deter  those  who  would  violate 
peace  and  stability  as  well  as  sufficient  force 
to  get  the  job  done  when  push  eventually 
does  come  to  shove. 

If  little  else,  Saddam  Hussein's  continued 
presence  in  Baghdad  six  years  after  Desert 
Storm  proves  that  the  threat  to  world  peace 
is  ongoing.  While  we  might  be  tempted  to 
shrug  off  Saddam's  armies,  we  can't  be  so 
cavalier  about  the  dark  reports  of  his  contin- 
uing efforts  to  make  Iraq  a  nuclear  player. 
Does  anyone  doubt  that  if  he  were  to  get  his 
hands  on  The  Bomb,  he  would  gleefully  hold 
it  over  our  heads  at  every  opportunity? 

The  nagging  issue  of  what  to  do  about 
Saddam  Hussein  is  just  one  reason  the 
Legion  urges  American  leaders  not  to  be 
lulled  into  a  false  sense  of  national  security 
by  the  upbeat  tone  of  recent  global  develop- 
ments. As  we  show  in  this  month's  cover 
story,  a  combination  of  revolutionary  fanati- 
cism and  enhanced  military  capability  makes 
neighboring  Tehran  a  threat  rivaling,  if  not 
exceeding,  Hussein's  Baghdad.  Nor  is  the 
former  Soviet  Union  the  stable,  gentle  giant 
we  wish  it  to  become.  A  Yeltsin  heart  attack 
or  another  military  uprising  in  a  former  satel- 


lite nation  could  throw  the  Russian  power 
structure  into  chaos.  And  troubling  questions 
remain  about  how  many  keys  fit  the  locks  of 
the  vast  nuclear  arsenal  that  used  to  be  con- 
trolled from  Red  Square. 

Accordingly,  The  American  Legion  sup- 
ports a  cautious  approach  to  further  military 
downsizing,  which  "progressed"  in  1996 
even  though  many  experts  already  doubt  the 
country's  ability  to  fight  successfully  in  two 
major  theaters  at  once.  Spending  for  new 
military  hardware  barely  keeps  pace  with 
inflation  (See  Caspar  Weinberger  intei-view, 
page  30). 

The  real  and  ironic  danger  of  a  softening 
military  stance  is  that  it  hampers  our  ability 
to  bring  global  crises  to  a  peaceful  resolu- 
tion. Observes  Elliott  Abrams,  a  leading 
expert  on  foreign  affairs,  "You  want  to  make 
every  effort  to  achieve  peace  by  diplomatic 
measures — but  you  also  want  to  have  the  big 
stick  to  back  up  the  words." 

Even  during  the  chilliest  moments  of  the 
Cold  War,  Soviet  strategists  who  toyed  with 
the  notion  of  a  first  strike  were  given  pause 
by  the  prospect  of  a  massive,  doomsday 
retaliation.  While  no  one  wants  a  return  to 
Cold  War  anxieties,  the  Legion  shares 
Abrams'  belief  that  effective  diplomacy 
depends  on  bargaining  from  strength.  And 
keep  in  mind,  that  still  might  not  be  enough 
when  you're  dealing  with  terrorist  regimes 
who  see  death  as  an  acceptable  cost  of 
making  a  point.  Like  the  kamikazes  of 
World  War  II,  these  zealots,  in  Iran,  Iraq  and 
elsewhere,  embrace  martyrdom  as  the  high- 
est tribute  to  their  government  or  their  gods. 
This  means  we  must  be  ever  vigilant  and 
emplace  a  credible  defense  against  those 
who  would  wage  war  at  any  cost. 

In  the  months  to  come,  THE  AMERICAN 
LEGION  MAGAZINE  will  explore  many 
aspects  of  American  readiness:  civil-defense 
plans,  anti-missile  systems,  attempts  to  keep 
state-sponsored  terrorism  in  check.  All  of  us 
would  like  to  live  our  lives  in  the  sanest 
environment  possible;  trouble  is,  we  must 
depend  on  others  to  cooperate. 

Like  it  or  not,  evil  exists  in  today's  world: 
in  Baghdad,  in  Tripoli,  in  Tehran  and  else- 
where. As  a  culture,  we  have  always  been 
willing  to  meet  evil's  challenge,  and  we 
must  be  no  less  prepared  today.  Only  then 
can  we  give  our  children  and  grandchildren 
the  best  odds  of  inhabiting  a  free  world.  □

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Currently,  the  only  sig- 
nificant military  threat  to 
U.S.  territory  is  Russia's 
strategic  nuclear  arsenal. 
Further  reducing  this  threat  should  be 
our  highest  national  security  priority. 

Arms  control  negotiations  under 
eight  U.S.  presidents  first  slowed  the 
growth  of  and  then  reduced  this 
threat.  The  ABM  Treaty  created  circumstances  that  slowed 
the  arms  race.  START  I  cut  arsenals  roughly  in  half,  and 
START  II  will  cut  them  by  half  again. 

Because  of  the  qualitative  edge  of  the  U.S.  arsenal,  we 
should  undertake  unilateral  initiatives  to  draw  the  Russians 
toward  further  reductions,  and  we  can  do  so  without 
adverse  effect  on  U.S.  security.  Such  steps  might  aid  in 
securing  Russian  ratification  of  START  II  and  could  accel- 
erate Russian  reductions  below  START  II  levels. 

For  example,  the  United  States  could  reduce  active 
weapons  below  START  I  levels  by  several  hundred  before 
Russian  ratification  of  START  II.  We  could  further  reduce 
the  alert  or  patrol  status  of  some  portion  of  our  ICBM, 
submarine  and  bomber  forces  without  jeopardizing  nation- 
al security.  Such  actions  might  assuage  the  concerns  of 
wary  Russian  legislators  about  U.S.  and  allied  intentions, 
which  in  turn  could  undermine  the  view  of  some  in  Russia 
that  they  must  be  prepared  to  respond  to  security  concerns 
with  nuclear  weapons. 

In  addition,  our  negotiating  strategy  should  consider 
flexible  and  asymmetric  approaches  to  achieving  further 
weapons  reductions.  We  need  not  mechanically  adhere  to 
the  bilateralism  that  has  characterized  arms  negotiations. 
Furthermore,  we  should  be  willing  to  abandon  the  current 
U.S.  policy  that  we  will  not  negotiate  START  III  before 
START  II  ratification,  and,  instead,  should  be  willing  to 
"leap  frog"  START  II  to  achieve  START  III. 

Due  to  the  dire  financial  circumstance  that  grips  Russia 
this  last  point  could  be  essential  to  keeping  the  nuclear 
arms  reduction  process  on 
track. 

Never  in  the  nuclear 
age  has  a  better  opportuni- 
ty existed  to  achieve  this 


Unilateral  initiatives  to 
help  achieve  it  are  in  the 
highest  interest  of  our 
nation's  security.  □

While  unilateral  nuclear 
disarmament  is  certainly  a 
laudable  objective,  it  had 
no  role  in  the  United 
States 's  victory  in  the  Cold  War,  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  believe  such  a 
policy  will  preserve  post-Cold  War 
peace.  Worldwide  nuclear  disarma- 
ment is  as  much  a  fantasy  today  as  it 
was  in  the  1940s  when  the  Soviet  Union  first  proposed  it. 

Some  do  question  whether  we  now  need  a  nuclear 
deterrent.  The  answer  came  in  March  1996  when  China 
threatened  a  nuclear  attack  on  Los  Angeles  if  the  United 
States  intervened  in  the  crisis  between  China  and  Taiwan. 
In  December  1996,  Russian  Defense  Minister  Rodionov 
suggested  heavier  reliance  on  nuclear  weapons  and  pre- 
dicted that  the  risk  of  conflict  would  increase  if  NATO 
expanded  eastward. 

These  and  other  developments  remind  us  that  nations 
acquire  nuclear  arms  to  promote  their  own  interests,  not 
in  response  to  the  U.S.  nuclear  arsenal.  These  nations 
will  not  surrender  their  nuclear  capability  if  the  U.S.  dis- 
arms. In  fact,  should  the  U.S.  give  up  nuclear  weapons, 
their  incentive  would  be  to  more  aggressively  develop 
nuclear  arsenals  in  order  to  nullify  superior  U.S.  conven- 
tional forces. 

The  U.S.  nuclear  arsenal  is  also  an  important  compo- 
nent of  our  ability  to  project  military  power  and  provides 
a  shield  to  deploying  U.S.  forces  that  might  otherwise  be 
vulnerable  to  Third  World  chemical,  biological  or 
nuclear  attack. 

Unfortunately,  recent  neglect  has  already  begun  re- 
ducing the  reliability  of  our  nuclear  stockpile.  A  report  I 
issued  on  stockpile  stewardship  highlights  the  troubling 
erosion  of  our  nuclear  deterrent  over  the  past  several 
years.  The  elimination  of  nuclear  weapons  will  only 
become  practical  when  a  stable  peace  is  a  permanent  fea- 
ture of  our  world.  Until  peace  comes  to  characterize  the 
nation-state  system  in 
which  the  United  States 
must  live,  unilateral  disar- 
mament will  only  en- 
courage other  states  to 
develop  nuclear  weapons. 
For  the  world's  sole 
remaining  superpower, 
unilateral  nuclear  disarma- 
ment is  not  an  option.  □

THE  White  House  is  in  shock  over  the 
House  Committee  on  Government 
Reform  and  Oversight  hiring  David 
Bossie  as  an  investigator.  Bossie,  who 
worked  on  the  Senate  Whitewater  com- 
mittee, helped  write  a  book  on  Clinton, 
Slick  Willie.  But  some  don't  think  com- 
mittee chairman  Dan  Burton  is  going 
far  enough  fast  enough,  and  they  want 
him  to  hold  hearings  into  the  1993 
death  of  White  House  counsel  Vincent 
Foster. 

Burton  has  questioned  the  official 
theory  that  Foster  killed  himself  in  Vir- 
ginia's Fort  Marcy  Park  where  Foster's 
body  was  found.  The  independent 
counsel,  Kenneth  Starr,  had  re-opened 
the  case  after  journalist  Chris  Ruddy 
raised  questions  suggesting  Foster  died 
elsewhere. 

But  analyst  Laura  Ingraham  wrote  a 
New  York  Times  column  warning  Bur- 
ton, an  Indiana  Republican,  against 
such  an  investigation,  calling  his  ques- 
tions about  Foster's  death  "outlandish." 
Ingraham,  though  conservative,  former- 
ly worked  with  Bob  Bennett,  the  presi- 
dent's lawyer  in  the  sexual  harassment 
suit  brought  by  Paula  Jones. 

Pass  The  Admonition 

THE  good  news  is  that  Pope  John 
Paul  II  might  visit  Cuba  in  October 
and  rally  the  people  against  dictator 
Castro.  The  bad  news  for  U.S.  foreign 
policy  is  that  the  Catholic  Church  in 


Mexico  now  encourages  political  oppo- 
sition to  the  U.S. -supported  regime 
there.  Mexico  is  in  serious  trouble 
despite  having  signed  the  NAFTA 
trade  pact  and  having  received  a  multi- 
billion  dollar  financial  bailout  from  the 
U.S.  when  its  currency  collapsed. 

There  are  now  two  armed  opposi- 
tion groups  in  Mexico,  and  several 
Marxist-oriented  Catholic  bishops  com- 
mitted to  "liberation  theology"  are 
expanding  their  activities. 

No  Latin  American  experts  are  fore- 
casting a  full-blown  revolution,  but 
unrest  in  Mexico  might  cause  more 
immigration  problems. 

Be  Kind  To  Killers 

REMEMBER  Pedro  Antonio 
Andrade,  the  former  Salvadoran 
guerrilla  living  in  the  United  States 
and  allegedly  linked  to  the  1985  mur- 
der of  four  Marines  in  El  Salvador  (See 
Washington  Watch,  February  1996)?  It 
turns  out,  according  to  an  investigative 
report  by  Tim  Golden  in  the  New  York 
Times,  that  the  CIA  paid  for  his  reset- 
tlement here  and  that  U.S.  diplomats 
arranged  his  return  in  exchange  for 
information  on  his  terrorist  associates. 

Sen.  Richard  Shelby,  the  Alabama 
Republican  who  began  investigating 
the  case  more  than  a  year  ago,  calls 
Andrade  an  "illegal  alien  and  murder- 
er" who  should  be  deported.  But 
Andrade  fears  getting  murdered  if 
returned  to  El  Salvador. 

It  Takes  An  Army 

HILLARY  Clinton  says  it  takes  a  vil- 
lage to  raise  a  child;  Army  Chief  of 
Staff  General  Dennis  J.  Reimer  says 
it  takes  an  army  to  protect  the  village. 

In  fact,  in  a  statement  that  raised 
eyebrows,  he  was  quoted  in  Army 
Times  as  saying,  "The  Army  is  the 
rapid  reaction  force  for  the  global  vil- 
lage." Reimer's  comments  came  in 
regard  to  the  controversial  Army 
Vision  2010  document,  calling  for 
more  involvement  in  "nation-building" 
exercises,  such  as  the  deployments  in 
Somalia,  Haiti  and  Bosnia. 

One  soldier  who  wasn't  surprised 
by  Reimer's  rhetoric  was  Sgt.  1st  Class 
Edward  B.  Rasor,  who,  honorable  dis- 
charge in  hand,  is  traveling  the  country 
warning  about  this  direction  for  the 


armed  forces.  Rasor,  based  at  Fort 
Bragg,  N.C.,  was  discharged  because  of 
his  opposition  to  it. 

Improving  The  Odds 

THERE  are  big  doubts  that  a  new  fed- 
eral commission  can  stem  the  spread 
of  legalized  gambling  across  Ameri- 
ca. Some  insiders  think  the  National 
Gambling  Impact  and  Policy  Commis- 
sion, which  began  work  in  January,  lost 
any  chance  at  credibility  with  the  addi- 
tion of  two  prominent  gambling  oppo- 
nents. Dr.  James  Dobson  of  Focus  on 
the  Family  and  Kay  James,  dean  of  the 
Robertson  School  of  Government  at 
Regent  University.  Their  involvement 
will  enable  the  gambling  industry  to 
discredit  the  commission,  if  it  issues  a 
critical  report,  by  saying  the  cards  were 
stacked  against  gaming. 

Moreover,  the  gambling  industry 
has  contributed  to  both  political  parties, 
$4.4  million  in  1996  alone.  Bernie 
Horn,  political  director  of  the  National 
Coalition  Against  Legalized  Gambling, 
says  the  Las  Vegas-based  gambling 
industry  gives  to  Republicans,  while 
the  Indian  tribal  casinos  give  to 
Democrats. 


To  Die  For 


»S  the  immigration  battle  re-emerges 
on  Capitol  Hill,  expect  a  potent  new 
argument — America's  national 
defense  depends  on  immigrants. 

More  than  60,000  immigrants  today 
serve  on  active  duty  in  the  U.S.  armed 
forces,  says  a  new  study  from  Empow- 
er America,  and  more  than  20  percent 
of  Medal  of  Honor  recipients  have  been 
immigrants.  Hungarian-born  Laszlo 
Rabel,  for  one,  was  an  Army  staff 
sergeant  in  Vietnam.  His  citation  reads, 
"Through  his  indomitable  courage  and 
complete  disregard  for  his  own  safety, 
he  threw  himself  on  a  grenade  to  save 
his  comrades." 

In  addition  to  filling  the  ranks, 
immigrants  developed  or  made  crucial 
contributions  to  such  weapons  as  the 
submarine,  the  helicopter  and  the  atom- 
ic and  hydrogen  bombs,  the  study 
notes.  And  Rockwell  International, 
United  Technologies  and  other  firms

N  their  drive  to  cut 
costs,  senior  mili- 
tary  leaders  are 
banking  on  savings  from  smart 
weapons  and  smarter  business 
practices. 

Precision  munitions,  for 
example,  enable  a  handful  of 
—  planes  to  do  with  100  bombs 
what  used  to  require  carpet 
bombing  by  large  formations.  Fewer 
planes  mean  fewer  pilots,  but  far 
greater  savings  come  from  a  much 
smaller  logistics  tail. 
The  services  also  can  shrink  their  supply  sys- 
tems by  adopting  "just-in-time"  inventory  prac- 
tices that  require  manufacturers  to  deliver  sup- 
plies only  at  the  time  they  are  needed  and  to  the 
place  where  they  will  be  used. 

And  like  smart  bombs  for  aircraft,  digital  elec- 
tronics in  tanks — and  other  Army  and  Marine 
battlefield  vehicles — will  increase  combat  effec- 
tiveness and  decrease  the  number  of  people 
needed. 

The  biggest  reductions  from  these  improve- 
ments are  likely  to  be  among  support  personnel, 
both  uniformed  and  civilian. 

If  the  service  chiefs  get  their  way,  money 
saved  by  trimming  personnel  will  be  funneled  into 
modernization,  where  the  amount  needed  for 
new  weapons  exceeds  the  amount  budgeted  by 
$15  billion. 

ITH  fewer  troops  and  smaller 
budgets,  the  military  expects 
more  from  its  civilian  workers, 
including  wartime  deployments. 

Today  about  2,000  of  the  Defense  Depart- 
ment's 813,000  civilian  employees  are  subject  to 
deployment.  But  that  number  will  grow  as  civil- 
ians take  over  more  of  the  jobs  now  performed 
by  troops,  from  equipment  maintenance  to  base 
camp  management.  Since  civilians  receive  fewer 
benefits  and  less  training,  the  costs  drop.  And 
putting  civilians  in  support  jobs  frees  troops  to 
fight. 

About  1 ,600  civilians — some  DoD  employees, 
some  contractors — deployed  with  U.S.  troops  to 
Bosnia  and  the  Balkans  to  help  launch  operation 
Joint  Endeavor.  During  the  Persian  Gulf  war, 
5,000  civilian  employees  and  9,000  contract 
workers  went  to  Saudi  Arabia  to  support  U.S. 
troops. 

Civilians  designated  "emergency  essential"  are 
subject  to  deployment.  They  must  meet  stan- 
dards for  physical  fitness,  security  clearances  and 
appropriate  mission  training.  Once  deployed, 
they  are  assigned  to  the  combat  commander.  For 
missions  where  fighting  seems  likely,  civilians  may 
request  firearms  training  for  self  defense,  accord- 
ing to  the  Defense  Department. 


^OON  troops  stationed  overseas  will 
have  access  to  almost  as  much 
American  television  as  folks  back 

home. 

New  digital  compression  technology  will  allow 
the  Armed  Forces  Radio  and  Television  Service 
to  broadcast  at  least  three  television  channels 
where  it  used  to  broadcast  just  one.  This  spring, 
troops  worldwide  should  begin  receiving  cable 
TV  or  wireless  cable  from  the  American  Forces 
Network  carrying  an  entertainment  channel,  a 
news  and  sports  channel  and  a  channel  that  car- 
ries programming  from  a  variety  of  U.S.  cable 
networks  and  the  Public  Broadcasting  System. 

The  new  transmissions  also  will  carry  radio. 

Some  audiences  in  Panama,  Cuba,  Puerto  Rico 
and  the  Pacific  already  have  access  to  the  com- 
pressed broadcasts.  Personnel  in  the  Atlantic 
region  and  Europe  are  next  in  line.

FTER  years  of  being  swamped  with 
aspiring  fighter  pilots — and  even 
paying  some  of  them  to  leave  the 
service  early — the  Air  Force  now  faces  a  pilot 
shortage.  That's  good  news  for  pilots  who  fly 
cargo  planes  and  tankers  but  always  wanted  to  fly 
fighters.  The  Air  Force  plans  to  let  50  of  them  a 
year  for  the  next  three  years  transfer  to  fighter 
squadrons. 

The  shortage  also  provides  a  second  shot  at 
flying  for  about  700  officers  barred  from  pilot 
training  earlier  in  the  1990s  because  of  the  sur- 
plus, say  Air  Force  personnel  managers. 

Today's  shortage  results  from  the  defense 
drawdown,  when  the  Air  Force  eliminated  pilot 
slots  and  retired  aircraft,  creating  a  surplus.  To 
cope,  the  Pentagon  curtailed  pilot  training.  But 
now  promotions  and  retirements  are  emptying 
cockpits  faster  than  training  programs  produce 
new  pilots. 

The  Air  Force  plans  to  increase  the  number  of 
student  pilots  from  525  to  1,100  a  year  until  at 
least  2000.

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N  THE  dead  of  winter  in  1919,  a  score 
of  American  servicemen  gathered 
around  the  dining  room  table  at  the 
Inter-Allied  Officers  Club  in  Paris, 
talking  of  how  their  age  of  innocence 
had  been  cast  into  war-ravaged 
Europe.  They  talked  about  the  loved 
ones  they  left  behind  to  go  over  there. 
And  they  talked  of  the  future. 

The  large  thoughts  from  their  dis- 
cussions led  to  the  historic  first  gather- 
ing of  American  Legion  founders  at  the  Cirque 
de  Paris,  March  15-17.  They  took  up  an  awe- 
some task,  pondering  the  future  and  how  they 
could  maintain  the  comradeship  forged  in  war — 
how  they  could  further  serve  their  nation  after 
they  traded  their  uniforms  for  civilian  clothes. 

Interest  grew,  and  thousands  of  former 
doughboys  rallied  stateside  in  St.  Louis,  May  8- 
10,  with  slick-sleeved  privates  and  star-shoul- 
dered generals  undertaking  as  equals  the 
founding  of  a  veterans'  organization.  They  dis- 
cussed the  rehabilitation  of  their  wounded  com- 
rades and  pondered  how  to  care  for  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  those  who  died  in  the  "war  to 
end  all  wars." 

One  of  the  main  orders  of  business  at  The 
American  Legion  St.  Louis  Caucus  was  framing 
a  principled  statement  of  what  the  organization 
and  its  members  would  stand  for  and  how  it 
would  serve  the  nation  for  generations  to  come. 
Under  the  direction  of  Lt.  Col.  Theodore  Roo- 


sevelt Jr.,  presiding  officer  at 
the  Caucus  and  son  of  the  leg- 
endary 26th  U.S.  president, 
three  men  were  appointed  to 
draft  a  statement  that  would 
breathe  life  into  the  fledgling 
organization — the  Preamble  to 
The  American  Legion  Consti- 
tution. 

The  trio  included  Hamilton 
Fish  of  New  York,  John  C. 
Greenway  of  Arizona  and 
George  N.  Davis  of  Delaware, 
all  former  officers  of  the 
American  Expeditionary 
Forces  in  Europe.  Upon  re- 
ceiving their  marching 
orders,  the  three  secluded 
themselves  for  a  long 
evening  to  discuss  the 
substance  and  form  of  the 
preamble.  They  reached 
agreement  on  principles 
and  separated  to  write 
their  own  versions. 
The  next  morning  the  three  reconvened  and 
compared  their  drafts,  all  of  which  were  remark- 
ably close  in  capturing  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the 
organization  they  were  helping  to  create.  Little 
about  the  details  of  their  discussions  survive — 
perhaps  there  was  some  debate  about  details  of 
phrase  and  wording — but  they  presented  their 
work  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
St.  Louis  Caucus  delegates.  Both  bodies 
resoundingly  endorsed  the  triumvirate's  work. 
The  Preamble  became  the  Legion's  statement  of 
purpose  at  the  first  National  Convention  in  Min- 
neapolis in  November  1919. 

What  Fish,  Greenway  and  Davis  produced 
contains  only  117  words,  but  the  Preamble 
embodies  values  that  have  guided  The  American 
Legion  for  78  years.  Simple  and  direct,  the  para- 
graph will  always  stand  as  a  powerful  evocation 
of  American  patriotism: 

For  God  and  Country  we  associate  ourselves 
together  for  the  following  purposes:  To  uphold 
and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  America;  to  maintain  law  and  order;  to  foster 
and  perpetuate  a  one  hundred  percent  Ameri- 
canism; to  presence  the  memories  and  incidents 
of  our  associations  in  the  Great  Wars;  to  incul- 
cate a  sense  of  individual  obligation  to  the  com- 
munity, state  and  nation;  to  combat  the  autocra-

The  Legion  pushes  for 
an  investigation  into 
DoD's  ciaim  that  it  lost 
unit  logs  reporting 
chemical  detections. 


ICK  Kresch  spent  less 
than  two  weeks  in  the  Per- 
sian Gulf  as  a  hazardous- 
chemical  safety  instructor 
aboard  the  USS  Roosevelt 
about  the  time  the  light- 
ning air  war  of  Operation 
Desert  Storm  was  un- 
leashed. Several  weeks 
later,  Roger  Parks,  a 
long-time  Army  Reserve 
registered  nurse,  was  on  alert  at  an  evac 
hospital  near  the  Saudi-Iraqi  border, 
anxiously  poised  to  go  about  the  gritty 
business  of  tending  to  the  wounded. 

The  two  veterans  are  home  now,  but 
they're  not  the  same  men  they  were  six 
years  ago. 

Since  his  return,  Kresch  has  suf- 
fered from  a  variety  of  debilitating  con- 
ditions, including  chronic  fatigue,  rec- 
tal bleeding  and  persistent  flu-like 
symptoms.  Parks  returned  from  the 
gulf  with  an  "unidentified  fungus"  that 
detached  his  retinas.  Eyes  that  once 
scanned  the  horizon  for  medevac  chop- 
pers and  vehicles  now  stare  into  dark- 
ness. He  was  medically  discharged  just 
short  of  qualifying  for  retirement  pay. 

Kresch  and  Parks  are  among  the 
thousands  of  returning  Gulf  War  veter- 
ans who  are  seeking  the  possible  caus- 
es of  their  ills.  Was  it  exposure  to  the 
harsh  desert  environment  or  to  an 
ebony  atmosphere  hung  by  burning  oil 
wells  and  dump  sites?  The  plethora  of 


inoculations  they  received  before  arriv- 
ing in-country?  Or  were  they  and  their 
comrades  exposed  to  the  chemical 
agents  of  Saddam  Hussein's  arsenal? 
Answers  to  the  last  question  might  be 
waiting  in  the  Department  of  Defense 
documents  Pentagon  brass  have  been 
slow  to  release — or  claim  to  have  lost. 

For  these  and  other  reasons.  The 
American  Legion  is  urging  Congress  to 
probe  whether  federal  laws  were  bro- 
ken in  the  Pentagon's  weak  assertion 
that  it  cannot  find  an  unspecified  num- 


ber of  unit  logs.  "We're  disturbed  by 
the  recent  revelations  by  DoD  that 
classified  materials  concerning  possi- 
ble deployment,  exposures  and  inci- 
dents regarding  chemical  and  biologi- 
cal warfare  agents  have  been  lost," 
Matthew  L.  Puglisi  recently  told  mem- 
bers of  the  House  Government  Reform 
subcommittee  on  Human  Resources. 
Puglisi's  comments  came  on  the  heels 
of  a  report  by  a  presidential  panel  in- 
vestigating Gulf  War  illnesses.

With  links  to  terrorist  groups  around 
ttie  globe,  Iranian  leaders  are  seeking 
a  new  world  order  of  disorder. 


N  THE  FALL  of 
1988,  he  came  into 
a  large  sum  of  mon- 
ey,  which,  as  ar- 
ranged, he  picked 
up  in  Vienna.  His 
name,  Ahmed  Jabril,  would 
not  stand  out  in  the  phone  di- 
rectory of  any  cosmopolitan 


city  and  could  well  be  con- 
sidered the  Smith  or  Jones  of 
his  native  Syria.  But  that 
name  sits  near  or  at  the  top  of 
several  police  bureaus'  wish 
lists.  Evidence  collected  by 
U.S.  and  British  investiga- 
tors indicates  that  Jabril's 
profession  was  terrorism, 
and  the  money  the  payoff  for

the  1988  bombing  of  Pan  Am  flight 
103  over  Lockerbie,  Scotland. 

Among  the  investigators'  findings: 
A  Maltese  store  owner  identified  Jabril 
as  the  man  who  purchased  the  clothes 
found  in  the  suitcase  containing  the 
Pan  Am  103  bomb.  And  the  money  he 
pocketed  in  Vienna  came  from 
Tehran — where  he  surfaced  in  early 
1989  before  repairing  to  Iranian-con- 
trolled terrorist  centers  in  Lebanon's 
Bekaa  Valley. 

The  Jabril-Tehran  link  to  a  grisly 
crime  gave  early  warning  that,  in  the 
perennial  trouble  spot  known  as  the 
Middle  East,  an  old  threat  was  re- 
emerging.  While  Saddam  Hussein  de- 
serves continued  attention,  a  series  of 
quiet  but  aggressive  moves  and  the  ac- 
quisition of  advanced  weapons  points 
to  a  potential  showdown  with  an  old 
foe  long  out  of  mind. 

"Iran  poses  a  very  real  challenge  to 
our  economic  and  strategic  interests  in 
the  (Persian)  Gulf,"  warns  former  Sec- 
retary of  Defense  Caspar  Weinberger. 

The  one-time  domain  of  the  Pahlevi 
shahs  has  maintained  its  revolutionary

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fervor  while  its  demographics 
changed  profoundly.  More  than 
60  percent  of  the  population  is 
under  18  and  has  no  memory  of 
the  Shah,  the  American  alliance 
or  the  1979-81  American 
hostage  crisis. 

But  the  country's  leader- 
ship and  its  primary  goal  of  ex- 
porting revolutionary  Islam  to 
fellow  believers  remains.  Iran 
sees  itself  as  the  prototype  for 
the  Islamic  world,  and  links  to 
terrorist  groups  abound.  In  Al- 
geria, its  agents  took  roles  in 
the  terrorist  hijacking  of  Air 
France  flight  8969  in  Decem- 
ber 1994. 

But  the  theocracy's  continued  links 
to  terrorist  groups  could  prove  a  minor 
worry  compared  to  the  ambition  mani- 
fest in  steps  taken  to  expand  its  influ- 
ence in  the  Persian  Gulf. 

According  to  Dr.  Anoushirvana 
Etheshami,  a  Middle  East  expert  at  the 
University  of  Durham  in  England,  Iran 
has  become  a  major  regional  power 
with  a  much  wider  sphere  of  influence 
and  political  reach  for  three  primary 
reasons.  First,  "The  energies  of  the 
country  are  now  being  exploited  more 
intensively  than  at  any  time  since  the 
mid-1970s."  Second,  the  military  col- 
lapse of  Iraq  leaves  the  country  known 
to  the  Athenians  as  Persia  the  premier

power  in  the  gulf.  And  finally,  "The 
collapse  of  the  Soviet  giant  has  re- 
moved a  powerful  military  force  from 
Iran's  northern  border." 

The  Persian  Gulf  remains  critical  to 
American  security  and  economic  inter- 
ests. Two-thirds  of  the  world's  proven 
oil  reserves  lie  in  five  littoral  countries 
of  the  gulf.  Nearly  half  of  the  world's 
oil  supply  transits  the  Strait  of  Hormuz, 
the  29-mile-wide  choke  point  where 
any  threat  would  be  most  intense. 

Tehran,  apparently  determined  to 
provide  that  threat,  continues  an  ambi- 
tious build-up  of  its  armed  forces 
through  weapons  purchases,  increased 
military  exercises  and  troop  move-

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ments.  It  also  is  developing  nuclear 
weapons.  One  product  of  these  will  be 
a  capability  to  close  the  strait.  The  3rd 
Naval  District,  Chah  Bahar,  commands 
the  strait  from  bases  on  the  approaches 
to  the  Gulf  of  Oman  near  the  Pakistani 
border.  There  the  coast  bristles  with 
missiles,  and  the  waters  swarm  with 
patrol  boats. 

Since  1991,  Tehran  has  increased 
substantially  the  muscles  it  can  flex  in 
the  strait.  That  year  saw  the  assertion  of 
exclusive  sovereignty  over  several 
small  islands  near  the  mouth  of  the  Per- 
sian Gulf,  sovereignty  previously 
shared  with  neighbors.  The  islands  in- 
clude Aba  Musa  and  the  Greater  and 
Lesser  Tumb  islands,  all  of  geostrate- 
gic  importance.  Since  the  takeover,  the 
locals  have  been  evicted  and  the  mili- 
tary has  moved  in.  Eight  thousand 
troops  deployed  on  Aba  Musa  along 
with  such  advanced  weapons  as  Sun- 
burn cruise  missiles  and  Scud-B  mis- 
siles. These,  and  large  caliber  artillery, 
can  attack  ships  in  the  strait. 

The  SSN-22  Sunburn  cruise  mis- 
siles, purchased  from  the  Ukraine, 
travel  at  Mach  2.5  about  20-25  feet 
above  the  sea.  With  a  range  of  43-50 
nautical  miles.  Sunburns  can  carry  ei- 
ther conventional  or  nuclear  warheads 
while  presenting  a  radar  cross-section 
the  size  of  a  seagull. 

Tehran  has  also  purchased  several 
Russian  Kilo-class  submarines.  The 
subs  not  only  fire  torpedoes  but  also 
SA-16  short-range  infrared-guided 
issiles.  According  to  Dr.  Etheshami, 


"The  introduction  of  sub- 
marines into  the  gulf  sub- 
region  is  a  net  escalation  of 
the  qualitative  arms  race 
there  and  introduces  an  en- 
tirely new  class  of  weapon 
system  into  the  area." 

The  air  force  has  gotten 
its  share  of  the  build-up.  In 
1992,  Iran  made  one  of  its 
largest  weapons  purchases 
ever,  a  $2.5  billion  deal 
with  Russia.  The  sale  in- 
cluded advanced  fighters 
such  as  24  MiG-31  Fox- 
hounds, 24  MiG-27  Flog- 
ger  Ds,  and  48  MiG-29s.  These  aircraft 
represented  a  significant  upgrade  to  the 
inventory  of  old  F-4  Phantom  and  F-5 
Tiger  fighters.  But  the  most  ominous 
purchase  was  Russian-built  Backfire 
bombers  equipped  with  the  AS-6  anti- 
ship  missile. 

The  Backfires  have  a  combat  radius 
sufficient  to  cover  the  Middle  East,  the 
Mediterranean  and  the  center  of  Eu- 
rope. Now  one  country  in  the  region 
disposes  of  modem  strategic  bombers. 

TO  what  use  this  growing  arsenal  of 
advanced  weapons  might  be  put 
can  be  inferred  from  military  exer- 
cises. In  1993  alone,  according  to  the 
Department  of  Defense,  Iran  carried 
out  36  naval  exercises  near  the  strait. 
These  included  missile  firings  as  well 
as  minelaying,  underwater  attack  and 
defense  operations  and  commando 
raids  on  ships.  In  early  February  1995, 
Iranian  speed  boats,  missile  units  and 
naval  helicopters  practiced  operating  in 
a  chemical/biological/nuclear  environ- 
ment. 

The  country's  chemical-weapons 
capability  is  well  established:  Large 
stockpiles  of  lethal  and  non-lethal 


chemical  agents  are  known,  and  signif- 
icant facilities  for  mass  production  of 
mustard  gas,  phosgene  gas,  blood 
agents  and  nerve  agents  exist.  Its  forces 
train  for  chemical  warfare  and  can  de- 
liver chemical  weapons  by  artillery  and 
aircraft. 

In  the  meantime,  the  effort  to  join 
the  nuclear  club  gains  ground. 

In  March  1995,  The  New  York 
Times  revealed  a  vast  clandestine 
smuggling  operation  run  by  Iranians 
out  of  a  small  civilian  airport  in  Ham- 
burg, Germany,  to  ferry  nuclear  tech- 
nology home.  Last  year  China  an- 
nounced plans  to  build  two  300- 
megawatt  reactors  in  Iran.  Both  Russia 
and  France  have  worked  to  upgrade  the 
country's  existing  nuclear  facilities.  "It 
is  simply  outrageous  that  our  European 
allies  are  unwilling  to  sacrifice  any  ex- 
ports, profits  and  jobs  in  the  interest  of 
isolating  Iran,"  says  Roger  Robinson, 
former  senior  director  of  economics  at 
the  National  Security  Council. 

The  CIA  reports  that  up  to  54  for- 
eign nuclear  weapons  experts  are 
working  on  a  bomb  for  Iran,  but  the 
number  could  be  higher.  Estimates  on 
how  long  it  might  take  to  develop  such

a  weapon  vary.  Former  U.S.  Defense 
Secretary  William  Perry  estimates  7-15 
years,  but  Israeli  officials  say  it  could 
take  less  than  five. 

Some  observers  contend  that  the  Is- 
lamic state  already  possesses  a  small 


arsenal  of  nuclear 
weapons.  Reports  have 
circulated  in  the  Arabic 
press  that  2  or  3  tactical 
nuclear  warheads  came 
from  the  former  Soviet 
republic  of  Khazakstan, 
along  with  four  152  mm 
nuclear  artillery  shells 
supposedly  purchased 
for  $150  million. 

To  develop  ballistic 
missiles,  Iran  supplies 
North  Korea  with  near- 
ly 50  percent  of  its  oil  in 
exchange  for  military 
expertise.  A  21 -member 
delegation  from  the  De- 
fense Industry  Organi- 
zation visited  North  Ko- 
rea on  March  28,  1993, 
to  sign  the  agreement. 
The  delegation  was  led 
by  Brig.  Gen.  Hossein 
Mantequei,  director  of  "Department 
140" — the  ballistic  missile  program. 
Since  that  meeting,  the  two  countries 
have  run  joint  tests  on  several  modified 
Scud  missiles  and  longer  range  mis- 
siles that  could  carry  nuclear  warheads 


to  the  heart  of  Europe,  and  in  the  case 
of  North  Korea,  to  the  Pacific  coast  of 
the  United  States. 

Much  as  it  has  done  in  the  conven- 
tional weapons  market,  Tehran  has 
mounted  an  international  nuclear  tech- 
nology shopping  spree.  Last  year  the 
CIA  concluded  that  China  had  deliv- 
ered important  components  for  missile 
systems.  Hundreds  of  missile-guidance 
units  and  computerized  machine  tools 
could  improve  the  accuracy  of  North 
Korean  Scud  missiles  already  in  the  ar- 
senal and  allow  home-built  variants. 

Because  intentions  are  impossible 
to  measure,  the  best  course  for  the 
United  States  remains  continued  vigi- 
lance in  controlling  the  international 
market  in  nuclear  technologies.  This 
will  seriously  complicate  any  rogue 
state's  attempts  to  develop  a  nuclear  ar- 
senal. But  as  Frank  Gaffney,  director  of 
the  Center  for  Security  Policy  in  Wash- 
ington has  pointed  out,  such  a  system  is 
hardly  leak-proof.  What  America  real- 
ly needs  is  a  ballistic  missile  defense. 

And  to  ensure  that  there  need  not  be 
another  war  in  the  Gulf  region  within 
the  next  five  years,  we  should  pursue 
an  aggressive  policy  to  contain  Iran.  □

THE  NEXT  WAR 

Can  we  fight  two  regional  wars 
^  simultaneously?  Perhaps, 

Phut  don't  count  on  victory 
in  either  case. 


N  THE  MID  1980s,  hints  abounded  that 
Moscow's  iron  hand  had  begun  to  rust.  The 
beaver-browed  Leonid  Brezhnev  and  his  surly 
predecessors  looked  on  from  a  Marxist-Leninist 
■'heaven,"  and  the  new  man  heading  the  U.S.S.R., 
Mikhail  Gorbachev,  enthused  over  an  improved, 
technocratic  communism,  promising  both  glas- 
nost  (openness)  and  revival  of  a  collapsing  eco- 
nomic system. 

In  the  United  States,  Ronald  Reagan  opened 
his  second  term  as  president.  Elected  in  1980  on 
his  pledge  to  strengthen  national  defense  and  combat  ter- 
rorist threats  worldwide,  Reagan  also  dealt  firmly  with  the 
Soviets  in  nuclear  arms  negotiations.  Reagan's  proposal  for 
a  defense  against  nuclear  attack — the  Strategic  Defense  Ini- 
tiative— sent  shock  waves  through  the  Kremlin.  Snickering 
critics  on  Capitol  Hill  and  in  the  media  dubbed  the  proposal 
"Star  Wars." 

Caspar  W.  Weinberger  walked  point  for  the  Reagan 
administration's  efforts  to  restore  the  readiness  of,  and  con- 
fidence in,  America's  military.  Appointed  secretary  of 
defense  in  1981,  Weinberger  brought  with  him  an  impres- 
sive toolbox  of  experience  in  government  service  (Nixon's 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  director;  Ford's  secre- 
tary of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare),  business,  military 
affairs,  international  law  and  journalism.  An  infantryman  in 
World  War  II,  he  rose  from  private  to  captain.  He  left  the 
Pentagon's  top  post  in  1987  and  today  is  chairman  of 
Forbes,  the  biweekly  national  business  magazine. 

The  rapid  downsizing  of  the  U.S.  military  in  the  wake  of 
the  Persian  Gulf  War,  combined  with  ever-changing  world 


affairs,  spawned  the  idea  for  his  recently  published  book, 
The  Next  War,  co-written  with  author  Peter  Schweizer.  The 
book — based  on  war-game  and  trouble-spot  scenarios  that 
have  engaged  the  attention  of  Pentagon  strategists — uses 
the  techniques  of  fiction  and  characters  both  real  and  imag- 
ined to  show  how  the  United  States  might  be  drawn  into 
combat.  Each  scenario  conveys  the  chilling  consequences 
of  defense-cutting  gone  too  far  and  failure  to  weigh  accu- 
rately the  interests  of  other  nations,  including  U.S.  allies. 

Tom  Clancy,  best-selling  author  of  such  works  as  The 
Hunt  for  Red  October,  describes  the  Weinberger-Schweizer 
book  as  a  "well-presented  and  thought-provoking  look  into 
an  undetermined  future." 

Weinberger  says  he  has  one  fervent  hope  for  the  future: 
"I  hope  every  situation  we  create  in  the  book  remains  fic- 
tion. But  what  we  do  today  to  protect  our  interests  deter- 
mines what  might  unfold  tomorrow."  Weinberger  recently 
took  time  from  his  schedule  to  discuss  the  book  and  related 
defense  issues  with  this  magazine.  Following  are  excerpts 
from  the  interview: 

AMERICAN  LEGION  MAGAZINE:  In  your  book,  you 

present  five  different  situations  that  might  pull  the  Unit- 
ed States  into  large-scale  regional  wars.  Is  it  fair  to  say 
you  don't  foresee  a  situation  of  total  world  war? 

CASPAR  W.  WEINBERGER:  What  we  present  are 

regional  conflicts  that  do  not  spread  expansively.  You  must 
keep  in  mind  these  regions  are  very  large  and  the  effects  of 
warfare  would  reverberate  around  the  globe,  particularly 
where  U.S.  interests  are  concerned.  For  example,  we  set  up 
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North  Korea:  ", . . its  quite 
possible  North  Korea 
would  be  willing  to  use 
tactical  nuclear  devices 
since  the  U.S.  has  not 
. . .  deployed  a  missile 
defense  system...." 

Mutually  Assured 
Destruction:  "You  need 
more  than  a  philosophy 
to  survive.

levels  and  readiness.  This  situation 
also  points  to  another  ongoing 
problem.  Since  1978,  the  U.S. 
decision  to  avoid  selling  advanced 
weapons  systems  to  Taiwan  ham- 
pers that  country's  ability  to 
counter  the  threat  from  mainland 
China. 


a  situation  where  in  the  spring  of  1998  there  is  an  invasion 
of  South  Korea  by  North  Korea,  and  our  diminished  troop 
levels  in  the  south  are  not  able  to  thwart  the  attack.  At  the 
same  time,  North  Korea's  strongest  ally,  the  People's 
Republic  of  China,  launches  an  attack  on  Taiwan. 

Ultimately  what  happens  is  this:  We  take  heavy  casual- 
ties, more  than  18,000  in  this  month-long  war.  Also,  the 
United  States  is  forced  to  sign  an  unfavorable  settlement 
because  downsizing  has  dangerously' reduced  our  troop 


Q.  You  predict  many  of  the  U.S. 
casualties  in  South  Korea  would 
be  victims  of  nuclear  and  biologi- 
cal warfare.  How  likely  is  this? 

A The  possibility  is  there,  espe- 
■  cially  when  dealing  with  a 
nation  such  as  North  Korea 
because  it  has  a  desperately  poor 
economy  and  looks  to  the  south  to 
solve  its  problems.  I  don't  believe 
they  have  any  particular  compunc- 
tion about  taking  major  losses  of 
life  on  their  own  side  to  achieve 
their  goals. 

It's  conceivable  they  would  use  biological  agents  such 
as  anthrax  to  weaken  our  readiness  before  the  major  inva- 
sion occurred.  And  it's  quite  possible  North  Korea  would 
be  willing  to  use  tactical  nuclear  devices  since  the  United 
States  has  not  developed  or  deployed  a  missile  defense  sys- 
tem in  that  theater.  The  measured  response  in  such  a  situa- 
tion would  be  to  retaliate  against  Pyongyang  with  our  own 
nuclear  weapons.

UR  World  War  II  veterans 
returned  in  a  glow  of  victory  sub- 
lime as  any  in  history.  In  four 
years  of  desperate  and  arduous  ser- 
vice, our  citizen  levies  overthrew 
the  arms  of  two  nations  who  con- 
sidered themselves  the  premier 
warrior  societies  of  the  world.  Not 
only  had  they  defeated  Nazism, 
Western  civilization's  most  per- 
verse heresy,  but  their  victory  pointed  com- 
munism toward  collapse  before  the  century 
was  out.  By  almost  any  standard,  nothing 
could  be  too  good  for  them. 

Rewards  to  veterans  have  a  long  and 
uneven  history.  Veterans  have  been  given 
bonuses,  land,  pensions,  group  homes  and 
hospitals;  the  choice  and  the  follow-through 
can  constitute  a  nation's  most  telling  verdict 
on  itself.

In  a  moment  of  political  and  patriotic 
genius,  America  gave  its  World  War  II  vets 
precisely  what  they  had  given  their  country,  a 
better  chance  at  a  better  future.  Beginning  in 
1944  with  the  GI  Bill  of  Rights,  legislation 
added  educational  opportunity,  help  with 
home  ownership  and  medical  care  for  ser- 
vice-related ills  as  the  basics  of  a  veteran's 
due.  The  result  was  an  unprecedented  flower- 
ing of  the  American  dream. 

In  1958,  most  veterans  benefits  were  gath- 
ered in  what  is  now  Tide  38,  United  States 
Code.  Since  then,  refinements  have  been 
made  without  consulting  the  big  picture. 

It  is,  once  again,  time  for  a  comprehensive 
legislative  initiative  in  the  spirit  of  The  Amer- 
ican Legion-sponsored  GI  Bill  of  Rights. 

With  the  GI  Bill  of  Health,  The  American 
Legion  proposes  a  VA  system  that  meets  the 
needs  of  older  and  younger  veterans  while 
preserving  VA  health  care  for  the  America  of 
the  21st  century. 

To  review  the  successes  of  the  VA  is  to

make  the  case  for  it.  In  developing 
prostheses  for  amputees,  in  spinal  cord 
injury  research,  in  technological  help 
for  the  blind,  the  VA  has  lifted  the 
quality  of  life  for  the  elderly  and  cata- 
strophically  disabled.  Rehabilitative 
medicine  has  been  transformed  through 
VA  research.  Demographics  indicate 
that  by  2020  there  will  be  five  times  as 
many  Americans  over  age  75  as  there 
are  today.  America  is  aging,  and  VA 
almost  singlehandedly  pioneered  criti- 
cal care  techniques  for  the  elderly. 
America  is  healthier  because  of  VHA's 
affiliation  with  108  medical  schools 
that  train  65  percent  of  our  nation's 
physicians,  and  VA  as  a  backup 
hospital  system  in  war  and  emergency 
is  a  national  asset. 

Like  any  asset,  however,  the  VA 


must  be  maintained 
and  intelligently  direct- 
ed. It  also  must  fit  into 
politically  possible 
budget  while  the  med- 
ical care  industry,  in 
general,  goes  out  and 
competes  to  meet  con- 
sumer needs.  All  budget-driven  gov- 
ernment systems  are  in  jeopardy,  and 
governmental  economic  problems  will 
require  creative,  visionary,  politically 
possible  solutions. 

The  American  Legion  crafted  the 
GI  Bill  of  Health  to  provide  a  solution 
to  keep  the  VA  from  facing  financial 
strangulation. 

A  preliminary  step,  the  eligibility 
reform  legislation  passed  by  the  104th 
Congress,  is  crucial  to  the  GI  Bill 
of  Health.  This  new  law  was 
drafted  to  simplify  require- 
ments and  expand  eligibili- 
ty- 

The  creative  break- 
through in  the  GI  Bill  of 
Health  is  financial.  The  VA 
will  tap  into  the  public,  pri- 
vate and  corporate  revenue 
streams  that  sustain  all 
American  health  care,  and 
it  will  be  allowed  to  keep 
the  money.  Under  present 
arrangements,  the  VA 
can  accept  little  from 
outside  sources,  and 
that  must  be  returned 
to  the  U.S.  Treasury. 

The  VA  medical 
system  can  flourish 
by  opening  its  ser- 
vices to  all  veterans 
without  regard  to  questions  of  service- 
connected  disability.  By  including 
dependents — who  are  not,  as  a  general 
rule,  eligible— the  GI  Bill  of  Health 
further  expands  the  VA's  potential  cus- 
tomer base  and  revenue. 

One  thing  will  not  change:  the  debt 
of  honor  VA  discharges  on  behalf  of 
the  American  republic.  All  veterans 
with  service-connected  disabilities  and 
illnesses  will  continue  to  get  the  care 
they  need,  free  or  at  reduced  cost  in 
accordance  with  their  disability  rating. 
There  will  be  no  reduction  in  benefits 
to  any  veteran  being  treated  by  VA. 

The  GI  Bill  of  Health  does  not 
economize  by  slashing  benefits;  it  as- 
sures the  long-term  availability  of  the 
benefits  by  encouraging  full  use  of 
facilities  and  VA  expertise.

That  special  expertise 
would  be  available  to  all 
veterans  on  Medicaid  or 
Medicare.  All  veterans 
and  families  with  private 
insurance  or  employee 
health  plans  could  select 
a  convenient  VA  hospital 
or  clinic.  All  military  personnel  and 
their  families  could  utihze  CHAMPUS 
and  Tri-Care  at  the  VA. 

In  the  future,  the  VA  will  use  the 
principles  of  managed  care  while 
taking  advantage  of  its  relationships 
with  medical  schools  and  other  health 
providers  to  perfect  additional  services 
for  younger  veterans  and  their  families. 

Once  empowered  by  the  GI  Bill  of 
Health,  the  VA  will  be  able  to  elimi- 
nate duplicative  and  contradictory  rules 
that  hamper  its  efficiency  and  serve 
only  to  ration  health  care.  Some  of 
these  initiatives — as  in  the  case  of  eligi- 
bility reform — already  are  under  way. 

The  problem  is  that  most  veterans 
are  restricted  in  their  use  of  the  VA;  the 
solution  is  that  under  the  GI  Bill  of 
Health,  every  veteran  will  have  the 
option  of  choosing  the  VA  to  serve 
their  own  and  their  dependents'  med- 
ical needs.  The  VA  in  the  free  market 
must  be  more  efficient  and  better  posi- 
tioned to  deliver  high-quality  health 
care.  The  additional  funds  earned  in 
delivering  health  care  to  new  clients 
will  be  used  to  improve  the  quality  of 
care  and  to  reduce  the  tax  money 
needed  to  deliver  mandated  care  to  vet- 
erans with  service-connected  health 
problems.  With  reform,  the  tax-sup- 
ported portion  of  the  VA  budget  likely 
will  decline  in  years  to  come. 

Plans  call  for  testing  by  a  group  of 
30  or  so  VA  hospitals  before  the  GI 
Bill  of  Health  is  instituted  system-wide. 
Republican  Congressman  Gerald  B. 
Solomon  of  New  York,  chairman  of  the 
House  Rules  Committee,  will  pro- 
pose— with  The  American  Legion's 
support — creating  a  commission  to 
develop  a  pilot  program.  Once  its 
lessons  have  been  learned,  the  GI  Bill 
of  Health  can  be  launched. 

There  were  those  who  opposed  the 
original  GI  Bill  of  Rights,  and  there 
will  probably  be  opponents  of  the  GI 
Bill  of  Health.  The  judgment  of  history 
will  be  the  same.  History  records  the 
achievements  of  those  who  step  for- 
ward in  challenging  times,  not  the  cav- 
ils of  those  who  can  find  no  way  to  do 
what  must  be  done.  □

ATELLITES  wheeled 
silently  in  the  cold  vacuum 
of  space,  snapping  pho- 
tographs above  the  Persian 
Gulf  and  sending  them  back 
to  intelligence  analysts  in 
the  United  States.  These 
photographs  showed  clearly 
enemy  troop  movements 
and  the  deployment  of  king- 
hell  weaponry  to  the  front- 
lines,  including  Scud  missile  place- 
ments, in  anticipation  of  the  invasion 
that  was  certain  to  come. 

The  chilling  variable  that  had  many 
sweating  and  wringing  their  hands  at  the 
Pentagon  and  Central  Intelligence 
Agency  was  the  image  no  satellite  cam-

era  could  capture — the  unpre- 
dictability of  Saddam  Hussein 
and  his  high  command:  Would 
they  order  chemical  agents  be 
packed  into  the  warheads  of  the 
Scuds  and  artillery  and  fired  at 
U.S. -led  coalition  forces?  It  was  a  plau- 
sible concern  since  Hussein  was  ac- 
cused of  using  such  weapons  in  the  long 
war  against  the  Iranians — he  even  had 
unleashed  killer  gas  on  his  own  people 
in  northern  Iraq  as  a  way  to  squash  a  re- 
bellion. 

Patrick  and  Robin  Eddington,  a  hus- 
band and  wife  who  analyzed  satellite 
imagery  for  the  CIA  during  the  war,  are 
convinced  our  troops  were  not  only  ex- 
posed to  the  residual  effects  of  chemi- 
cals from  the  destruction  of  Iraqi  ammo 
bunkers,  but  also  sustained  direct  chem- 
ical attacks.  The  Eddingtons  also  allege 
the  Department  of  Defense  (DoD)  and 
their  former  employer  have  pursued  a 
policy  of  "deceit  and  disinformation"  in 
debunking  claims  that  thousands  of  ail- 
ing Desert  Storm  veterans  are  casualties 


of  secret  chemical  warfare. 

"The  evidence  of  chemical 
exposure  is  overwhelming 
says  Patrick  Eddington, 
relaxing  in  a  living-room 
chair  in  his  Fairfax,  Va., 
home.  "Yet,  our  government  continues 
to  deny  it  and  deal  with  it.  How  is  it  our 
government  will  take  the  word  of  a 
Kurd  (in  northern  Iraq)  who  says  he  was 
a  gas  attack  victim  and  yet  turn  its  back 
on  our  own  people  who  were  in  the  field 
and  reported  the  same  thing?  It's  uncon- 
scionable to  me  and  a  slap  in  the  face  to 
every  American  who  has  ever  put  his  or 
her  life  on  the  line  in  combat."

URING  the  war,  field  commanders 
filed  reports  of  chemical  detections, 
'but  strategists  running  the  show  in 
Riyadh,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  at  home  in 
the  United  States  downplayed — de- 
nied— that  such  exposures  occurred.  In 
recent  months,  DoD  has  acknowledged 
that  more  than  20,000  troops  might  have 
been  exposed  to  residual  nerve  agents 
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following  the  post-war  destruction  of  an 
enemy  bunker  complex  near 
Khamisiyah  in  southern  Iraq. 

One  thing  is  certain  about  those  who 
served  in  the  gulf:  Many  today  continue 
to  suffer  from  unexplained  chronic  fa- 
tigue and  flu-like  symptoms,  digestive 
and  respiratory  problems,  hair  loss  and 
aching  joints.  Research  into  what  could 
be  causing  many  of  their  ills  is  ongoing 
with  more  than  70  independent  studies 
investigating  all  potential  causes,  in- 
cluding chemical  agent  exposures,  anti- 
nerve  agent  innoculations  U.S.  troops 


were  given  when  they  I 
were  deployed  to  the  gulf 
region,  exposure  to  fallout  from  burning 
oil  wells  and  other  toxic  wastes.  Some 
researchers  have  suggested  many  of  the 
troops'  health  problems  might  be  linked 
to  a  combination  of  the  above  and  other 
environmental  factors. 

Eddington,  33,  went  to  work  with  the 
CIA  in  1988,  after  service  as  an  armor 
officer  in  the  Army  Reserves.  While  in 
training  at  the  CIA's  photoanalysis 
school,  he  met  his  future  wife,  Robin 
Katzman,  who  recently  had  graduated

from  Brandeis  University. 
After  their  training,  both 
went  to  work  and  excelled  at 
their  positions  with  the 
agency. 

For  Patrick  Eddington, 
the  training  was  put  to  the 
test  when  Iraqi  troops  rum- 
bled into  Kuwait  in  August 
1990  and  launched  a  reign  of 
terror  in  the  oil-rich  emirate. 
Before  the  war  ignited  and  as 
both  sides  continued  their 
buildup,  Eddington  says  in- 
telligence clearly  showed 
Iraq  had  moved  chemical 
weapons  to  the  front — and 
intended  to  use  them. 

"The  intelligence  I  re- 
viewed after  the  war  showed 
that  there  may  have  been  be- 
tween eight  to  12  chemical 
attacks  on  our  troops,  most 
I  likely  released  from  ex- 
\  ploding  Scud  missiles  and 
\  from  aircraft  penetrations 
and  artillery  attacks,"  says 
Patrick  Eddington.  In  1994,  the 
Eddingtons  embarked  on  their 
own  investigation  of  exposures  based 
on  about  300  classified  documents,  of 
which  about  60  eventually  found  their 
way  to  the  public  via  the  DoD  website, 
GulfLINK. 

Patrick  Eddington  is  not  alone  in  his 
assessment  of  Iraq's  chemical  arsenal. 
In  an  interview  with  THE  AMERICAN

HEN  YOU  fly  on  Air 
Force  One,  you  know 
you're  the  president," 
Gerald  Ford  once  pro- 
claimed. 

Other  than  the 
White  House,  no 
symbol  is  more  close- 
ly identified  with  the 
presidency  than  that 
big  bird.  The  refitted 
Boeing  747  with  "United  States  of 
America"  blazoned  on  the  fuselage  is 
the  royal  chariot  of  the  skies.  Wherever 
it  touches  down,  the  plane  draws  a 
crowd. 

Less  visible  to  the  public  eye,  but 
more  vital,  are  the  men  and  women 
who  crew  Air  Force  One.  On  their 
shoulders  rests  the  responsibility  for 
the  comfort  and  well-being  of  our  chief 
executive. 

And  the  buck  stops  with  the  man  at 
the  controls.

Since  1943,  when  Franklin  Roo- 
sevelt's trip  to  Casablanca  made  him 
the  first  president  to  travel  by  air,  only 
1 1  men  have  been  designated  official 
presidential  pilots.  They  have  known 
presidents  up  close  and  personal  and 
have  been  part  of  history. 

On  that  tragic  November  day  in 
Dallas,  Col.  James  Swindle, 
Kennedy's  pilot,  tore  out  every  seat  in 
the  air  cabin  to  make  room  for  the  pres- 
ident's  coffin.  "I  remember  it  very 
clearly,"  recalls  Swindle.  "They 
brought  the  president's  body  out,  and 
when  everybody  got  aboard,  I  went 
ahead  and  fired  up  the  engines.  LBJ 
sent  an  aide  forward  and  told  us  to 
wait." 

A  half  hour  later.  Judge  Sarah 
Hughes  arrived.  A  solemn  Johnson, 
right  hand  raised,  flanked  by  the 
grieving  widow,  took  the  oath  of  office, 
becoming  the  first  and  only  president 
sworn  in  aboard  an  aircraft. 

During  the  Kennedy  years,  the  jet 
was  dubbed  Air  Force  One.  Earlier,  the 
airplanes  were  named  individually. 
The  Sacred  Cow  served  FDR  and  Tru- 
man. Ike  flew  on  Columbine  II,  and  lat- 
er. Columbine  III. 

"In  the  1950s,  the  call  sign  'Air 
Force  One'  was  given  to  any  aircraft 


the  president  was  on  board,"  explains 
Swindle.  "However,  after  Kennedy  got 
the  first  intercontinental  jet  in  1961,  the 
press  started  calling  the  plane  itself  Air 
Force  One,  and  the  name  stuck." 

IhATEVER  label  is  attached,  the 
I  man  at  the  stick  is  the  best  and  the 
brightest  the  Air  Force  has  to  of- 
fer. Before  reaching  the  top  spot,  a  can- 
didate undergoes  years  of  apprentice- 
ship and  evaluation.  The  starting  point 
is  assignment  to  the  89th  Transport 
Wing  at  Andrews  Air  Force  Base  out- 
side Washington,  D.C.  This  elite  unit  is 
charged  with  ferrying  the  president, 
vice  president,  cabinet  members,  mem- 
bers of  Congress  and  other  high- 
ranking  dignitaries  around  the  world. 

For  consideration  for  the  89th,  the 
Air  Force  requires  applicants  have  a 
minimum  2,000  hours — 2,500  pre- 
ferred— of  multi-engine  flying  time. 
Most  have  a  lot  more.  Swindle  flew  the 
"Hump"  and  the  Berlin  airlift  before 
joining  the  special  missions  unit  in 
1951.  By  the  time  Col.  Ralph  Alber- 
tazzie,  who  flew  Nixon,  got  to  the  unit 
in  the  mid-1950s,  he  had  more  than  a 
decade  of  flying  time  under  his  belt. 

Entry  into  the  89th  is  only  the  first 
step.  There  are  more  hurdles  to  clear,

and  after  each,  the  bar  is 
raised.  In  1980,  six  years 
after  arriving  at  Andrews, 
Col.  Danny  Barr,  pilot  for 
presidents  Clinton  and 
Bush,  became  a  member  of 
the  president's  crew.  An- 
other six  years  went  by  and 
he  was  named  deputy  pres- 
idential pilot.  Then  after 
President  Bush's  inaugura- 
tion in  January  1989,  he 
was  tapped  as  Air  Force 
One's  pilot. 

Barr,  50,  who  does  not 
.smm  grant  interviews,  will  not 
discuss  why  he  was  picked 
over  other  nominees.  But 
Alan  P.  Sullivan,  director 
of  the  White  House  Mili- 
tary Office,  stated  that  his 
office,  not  the  president, 
makes  the  final  selection 
from  a  list  of  qualified  can- 
didates. 

Politics  is  never  a  fac- 
tor. Albertazzie  had  never 
met  then  President-elect 
Nixon  when  he  was 
picked.  In  fact,  he  felt  clos- 
er to  the  louder,  gregarious 
Lyndon  Johnson  than  to 
Johnson's  more  introvert- 
ed successor. 

"They  were  two  different  men. 
Johnson  roamed  the  aircraft  like  a 
range  and  frequently  came  up  to  the 
cockpit  to  talk.  Nixon,  on  the  other 
hand,  was  a  very  private  man.  I  often 
say  if  he  walked  into  a  crowded  room 
cold  turkey,  he  wouldn't  know  how  to 
make  small  talk." 

But  Albertazzie  got  plenty  of  op- 
portunity to  know  President  Nixon  bet- 
ter. 

In  the  five  and  half  years  he  was  in 
office,  Nixon  visited  28  countries  and 
flew  137,000  miles  outside  the  United 
States,  including  his  historic  trip  to 
open  diplomatic  relations  with  China. 
This  is  not  excessive,  especially  for 
modern  presidents.  President  Bush 
chalked  up  108,000  miles  in  a  single 
year. 

On  the  average,  Air  Force  One's  pi- 
lot logs  about  100  hours  in  the  air  each 
month,  including  proficiency  flights. 
Over  and  over  again,  he  and  the  crew 
practice  takeoffs  and  landings,  simu- 
lating every  conceivable  emergency. 
When  he  is  not  flying,  the  president's 
pilot  can  be  found  in  one  of  two  places: 
in  the  basement  of  the  White  House, 
meticulously  planning  the  next  jour- 
ney, or  at  Andrews,  making  certain  Air 
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Force  One  and  its  backup  are  ready  to 
go  at  an  hour's  notice. 

Normally  surprise  runs  are  few,  and 
there  is  plenty  of  lead  time  to  work  out 
the  details  of  the  journey.  Before  every 
scheduled  trip  the  president's  pilot 
makes  an  advance  trip,  inspecting  the 
airports  and  runways  along  the  pro- 
posed route,  finalizing  clearances  and 
protocol. 

However,  the  best  laid  plans  some- 
times go  awry.  In  the  early  part  of  his 
presidency,  Clinton  took  heat  for  hold- 
ing up  air  traffic  at  Los  Angeles  Inter- 
national Airport  while  he  got  a  $200 
designer  haircut. 

More  serious  are  delays  due  to  mat- 


ters of  security.  While  start- 
ing a  descent  into  Rome, 
Albertazzie  received  an  ur- 
gent call  to  divert.  "A  Red- 
eye missile  had  been  stolen 
from  an  arsenal  in  Europe, 
and  they  said  that  Islamic 
terrorists  were  going  to  shoot  us  down 
on  our  final  approach.  The  Italian  po- 
lice went  everywhere  for  10  or  15  miles 
out  from  the  runway,  but  found  noth- 
ing." 

While  airborne,  the  pilot  of  Air 
Force  One  has  absolute  authority.  His 
word  is  law. 

But  remember,  he  is  also  carrying 
the  president  of  the  United  States.  On 
journeys  spanning  several  time  zones. 
Col.  William  Draper  advised  President 
Eisenhower  when  to  go  to  bed,  so  he 
would  be  rested  at  the- final  stop.  Tru-

man,  however,  went 
against  his  pilot's  advice  on 
playing  a  practical  joke. 

Taking  off  during  an  air 
show  in  Washington,  Tru- 
man decided  to  buzz  the 
First  Lady  and  his  daugh- 
ter, Margaret,  who  were  on  the  roof  of 
the  White  House  watching  the  show. 
Following  his  commander-in-chief's 
orders.  Hank  Myers  put  the  plane  into  a 
steep  dive,  skimming  over  the  White 
House  at  500  feet. 

Incidents  like  these  are  rare.  In  more 
than  a  half  century  of  presidential  air 
travel,  there  has  never  been  any  serious 
danger  or  mechanical  problems.  Every 
precaution  is  taken  to  ensure  the  presi- 
dent's safety.  All  baggage  is  electroni- 
cally checked,  including  the  presi- 
dent's. A  security  detail  is  carried  on 
board  and  cordons  off  the 
>  plane  when  it  lands.  In  addi- 
1  tion.  Air  Force  One  is  pro- 
§  tected  by  sophisticated  hard- 
^  ware.  Electronic  equipment 
can  create  false  echoes  to  di- 
vert a  radar-guided  missile, 
and  the  pulse-resistant  fiber 
optics  will  survive  an  atomic 
attack. 

But  the  astonishing  safe- 
ty record  cannot  be  attrib- 
uted to  gadgetry.  The  credit 
goes  to  flesh  and  blood,  the 
pilots  and  their  skill.  They 
are  a  select  and  close  frater- 
nity, as  Albertazzie  found 
out  recently. 

"I  had  to  undergo  double 
bypass  surgery,  and  I  didn't 
tell  a  single  soul  outside  my 
family.

MIA  Answers  Will  End  Long,  Biller  Saga 


DN  1967,  the  Army  dispatched  Joseph  J.  Frank  to  war- 
ravaged  South  Vietnam  as  a  combat  engineer;  an 
enemy  land  mine  cut  short  his  tour,  blasting  him  off 
his  feet  and  sentencing  him  to  life  in  a  wheelchair. 
While  Frank  often  thinks  of  the  buddies  he  served 
with — both  those  who  came  home  alive  and  those  car- 
  ried  in  flag-draped  caskets — not  knowing  what  hap- 
pened to  his  comrades  who  did  not  return  haunts  him  con- 
stantly. 

Three  decades  after  his  service,  Frank  returned  to  Vietnam 
last  December  wearing  the  red  cap  of  American  Legion  Nation- 
al Commander  as  part  of  a  Far  East  fact-finding  tour.  His  mis- 
sion this  time?  To  demand  more  cooperation  from  Vietnamese 
government  officials  in  resolving  the  fates  of  American  POWs 
and  MIAs. 

"We  want  more  cooperation  from  your  government  to  deter- 
mine what  happened  to  our  missing  servicemen,"  asserted 
Frank  in  a  face-to-face  meeting  in  Hanoi.  "A  fullest  possible 
accounting  means  releasing  Americans  who  may  still  be  in 
captivity  here  today.  It  means  repatriating  the  remains  of  Amer- 
icans who  were  killed  in  action  or  who  died  in  your  prison 
camps." 

But  a  full  accounting  does  not  end  there.  "It  means  provid- 
ing the  American  people  with  a  valid,  conclusive  explanation  if 
Vietnamese  leaders  cannot  meet  the  first  two  conditions." 

Frank  urged  officials  to  work  more  closely  with  the  on-site 
U.S.  Joint  Task  Force  Full  Accounting  teams  who  sift  excava- 
tions and  survey  locations  where  troops  were  reported  missing 
in  combat. 

More  than  2,000  servicemen  listed  as  missing  in  action 
remain  unaccounted  for,  according  to  the  Pentagon. 

The  United  States  lifted  a  trade  embargo  against  its  former 
enemy  in  1994  and  has  since  moved  toward  establishing 
diplomatic  relations  with  Vietnam's  communist  regime.  The 
American  Legion  opposed  any  such  action  until  the  powers- 
that-be  in  Hanoi  had  provided  the  fullest  possible  accounting 
criteria. 

"The  Vietnamese  and  U.S.  governments  must  work  closely 
and  honestly  to  write  the  final  chapter  of  the  long,  bitter  saga  of 
the  Vietnam  War,"  said  Frank. 


The  Legion's  chief  spokesman  also  affirmed  the  Legion's 
continued  support  of  U.S.  humanitarian  assistance  to  the 
Socialist  Republic  of  Vietnam.  One  such  program,  the  Vietnam 
Assistance  for  the  Handicapped,  rehabilitates  disabled  Viet- 
namese veterans.  While  touring  the  program's  facility  near  Ho 
Chi  Minh  City  with  John  F.  Sommer  Sr.,  executive  director  of 
the  Legion's  Washington,  D.C.,  office,  Frank  unveiled  the 
Legion's  plan  to  provide  job  training  and  vocational  assistance 
to  disabled  and  unemployed  Vietnamese  veterans  of  both 
sides. 

The  National  Commander  then  journeyed  to  Taiwan  where 
he  was  awarded  the  Medal  of  Honor  by  the  Vocational  Assis- 
tance Commission  for  Retired  Servicemen. 

In  Taiwan's  capital  city  of  Taipei,  Frank  received  extensive 
briefings  from  U.S.  diplomats  and  local  government  officials. 
Accompanied  by  his  wife,  Barbara,  and  National  American 
Legion  Auxiliary  President  Phyllis  Bachman,  Frank  emphasized 
The  American  Legion's  continued  support  of  Taiwan  as  a  close 
U.S.  ally  in  the  Pacific. 

Frank's  Far  East  tour  also  included  South  Korea  and  a  visit 
to  the  demilitarized  zone  (DMZ),  which  separates  the  free  south 
from  the  totalitarian  north.  Frank  reports  the  steely  stares  and 
sullen  hostility  of  North  Korean  guards  made  a  sobering 
reminder  that  communism  is  alive,  well  and  a  threat  to  democ- 
racy and  stability. 

"It  was  a  little  eerie,"  Frank  later  recalled  of  the  visit  to  the 
DMZ.  "The  Cold  War  shows  little  sign  of  thawing  in  Korea.  It 
reaffirmed  to  me  the  need  for  the  United  States  to  maintain  a 
strong  military  presence  in  that  region."  Frank  also  met  with 
U.S.  military  commanders  and  ground  troops  during  his  visit  to 
the  "Land  of  the  Morning  Calm." 

But  Vietnam,  says  Frank,  left  a  profound  impression.  As  the 
jetliner  carried  him  stateside  to  his  Missouri  home,  the  Legion 
commander  reflected  on  his  decision  not  to  visit  old  battle- 
grounds. 

"I  didn't  really  feel  a  desire  to  retrace  the  past,  such  as 
returning  to  the  place  where  I  was  wounded.  The  war  is  over, 
man.  This  time  I  went  to  Vietnam  with  the  mission  of  persuad- 
ing our  former  enemies  to  help  end  the  war  for  the  families  of 
my  comrades  who  didn't  come  home." 


Djd  'Nam  Endanger  Mom? 

DID  seiviccwomen  in  Vietnam  put 
their  reproductive  futures  at  risk? 
That's  one  of  the  questions  researchers 
with  the  Department  of  Veterans' 
Affairs  launched  a  survey  to  answer.  If 
you're  one  of  the  women  deployed  to 
Vietnam  during  the  war,  the  VA  wants 
to  hear  from  you. 

"We  have  almost  no  data  on  the 
reproductive  health  of  women  who 
served  in  combat  zones,"  reports 
Susan  Mather.  VA's  assistant  chief 


medical  director  for  public  health  and 
environmental  medicine.  The  VA 
encourages  female  Vietnam  veterans 
to  call  its  special  toll-free  hotline, 
(800)  255-5244,  for  more  information 
on  the  survey.  Identities  of  all  partici- 
pants will  be  kept  confidential,  Mather 
assures. 

VA  researchers  also  want  to  hear 
from  female  veterans  who  served 
during  the  war  but  were  not  stationed 
in  Vietnam. 

The  reproductive  survey  of  Viet- 


nam-era female  vets  is  the  first  of  its 
kind.  Generally,  most  of  these  veter- 
ans are  beyond  their  procreative  years. 

Preliminary  results  from  a  study  of 
Persian  Gulf  female  Air  Force  veter- 
ans indicate  they  are  twice  as  likely  to 
report  abnormal  Pap  tests  (10  percent) 
than  those  who  were  not  in  the  gulf. 
The  study,  conducted  by  the  Universi- 
ty of  Michigan,  also  reports  that  those 
who  served  in  the  gulf  are  more  than 
twice  as  likely  to  develop  benign 
breast  lumps.  □

"Each  year  we  try  to  find 
some  way  for  the  students  to 
recognize  veterans,"  says 
Seely.  "In  1995  the  students 
wrote  to  homeless  veterans 
staying  in  a  shelter  in  Boston. 
The  year  before  that,  I 
brought  veterans  wearing  full 
uniform  into  the  classroom  to 
talk  about  their  war  experi- 
ences." 

The  American  Legion  and 
the  Citizens  Flag  Alliance  ig- 
nited last  year's  idea  with  a 
mailing  that  included  a  can- 
dle with  a  two-fold  purpose. 
The  candles,  returned  by  re- 
cipients to  Washington, 
D.C.,  were  lighted  in  remem- 
brance of  veterans  and  V-J 
Day.

students.  "Veterans  in  the 
hospital  have  a  lot  of  time  to 
themselves  to  sit  and  think 
because  they  are  alone," 
says  McCole.

cy  of  both  the  classes  and  the  masses; 
to  make  right  the  master  of  might;  to 
promote  peace  and  good  will  on  earth; 
to  safeguard  and  transmit  to  posterity 
the  principles  of  justice,  freedom  and 
democracy;  to  consecrate  and  sanctify 
our  comradeship  by  our  devotion  to 
mutual  helpfulness. 

The  Preamble  has  stood  the  test  of 
time;  it  remained  unchanged  until  1942 
when  a  single  letter — not  a  word — was 
added.  The  word  "War"  became 
"Wars"  as  Americans  once  again  were 
drawn  to  the  battlefield  in  defense  of 
freedom. 

A  few  months  before  his  death  in 
early  1 99 1 ,  Fish  talked  about  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Preamble.  "It  contains  five  of 
the  most  important  words  to  me — God, 
country,  the  Constitution,  peace  and 
freedom — that  should  unite  all  Ameri- 
cans. These  are  the  words  to  which  I 
have  devoted  my  life.  I  always  have 
been  proud  of  my  role  in  helping  forge 
our  statement  of  purpose  and  being."  □ 


I  want  to  express  my  great  admira- 
tion and  respect  for  the  doctors  and 
nurses  who  for  many  months  did  so 
much  to  ensure  that  I  received  the  best 
possible  medical  care  for  my  condition.

Chief  Executive  to  proceed  with  such  a 
defense,  but  the  president  has  refused 
to  do  that.  Some  members  of  Congress 
are  seeking  legal  action  to  force  the 
government  to  comply  with  the  act. 

It's  important  that  we  have  a  strate- 
gic defense  to  counter  ballistic  missile 
threats.  Technically,  it's  doable  now 
but  research  needs  to  be  ongoing. 
Most  important,  we  need  to  get  out 
from  under  the  Anti-Ballistic  Missile 
Treaty  [signed  in  1972  by  the  United 
States  and  the  Soviet  Union,  renounc- 
ing the  deployment  of  anti-ballistic 
missiles  in  both  nations,  but  allowing 
each  nation  to  build  one  system  to  pro- 
tect a  single  target.  The  Soviets 
deployed  such  a  system  in  the  1970s 
to  protect  Moscow;  the  United  States 
has  nothing  in  place].  Some  circles  in 
politics,  science  and  academia  argue 
strongly  against  our  having  a  strong 
defense  against  missile  attack — and 
it's  unwarranted. 

Q.  You  also  detail  a  scenario  of 
how  a  war  could  break  out  between 
the  United  States  and  Japan,  one  of 
our  strongest  allies  today.  How 
could  this  situation  evolve? 

Alt's  possible  to  conceive  of  an 
■  aggressive  trade  war  with  Japan 
that  heightens  economic  and  political 
tensions  in  that  country.  As  a  result, 
extremist  politicians  come  to  power  in 
Tokyo  as  that  nation's  economy  con- 
tinues to  deteriorate.  Perhaps  a  more

help  avoid  this  situation,  combined 
with  a  closer  military  relationship  with 
Japan.  Also,  the  continued  downsizing 
of  the  U.S.  military  presence  in  the 
Pacific  could  result  in  a  vacuum  for 
Japan's  expansion  in  that  area. 

Q.  The  shot  heard  around  the 
world  in  this  situation,  ironically, 
begins  with  a  mouse  dick,  as  Japan 
launches  a  pre-emptive  "cyber- 
strike,"  targeting  the  disruption  of 
America's  defense  and  financial 
computer  networks  with  logic 
bombs  and  viruses.  How  likely  is 
this? 

Alt's  conceivable.  While  the  United 
■  States  has  invested  heavily  in 
computer  technology  in  this  decade, 
there  hasn't  been  much  done  to  gener- 
ate defensive  systems  to  protect  our 
information  networks. 

Q.  The  Clinton  administration  has 
maintained  that  even  with  the 
downsizing  of  our  military  and 
decreased  defense  spending,  the 
United  States  still  has  the  capability 
of  waging  two  regional  conflicts 
"nearly  simultaneously,"  as  the  late 
Defense  Secretary  Les  Aspin  once 
described  it.  Do  you  agree? 

A That's  what  we  ought  to  have. 
■  But  the  key  here  is  that  we  should 
be  able  to  fight  two  major  regional 
conflicts  simultaneously — not  near- 
ly— and  to  win  them  both.  I  don't 
think  we  have  the  capability  of  doing 
that  now.  It's  absolutely  useless  to  talk 
about  waging  war  nearly  simultane- 
ously in  two  regions  when  you  don't 
have  the  forces  to  back  you  up.  We're 
approaching  a  point  when  we  won't 
even  be  able  to  perform  the  way  we 
did  in  the  Gulf  War.  That  force  is 
nearly  gone. 

Q.  You  have  described  the  United 
States  as  suffering  from  "victory 
disease"  following  our  success  in  the 
Persian  Gulf  War.  What  do  you 
mean  by  this? 

A The  conduct  of  Operation  Desert 
■  Storm  went  very  well.  New  high- 
tech weapons  systems  worked  as  they 
were  designed  to  during  the  air  phase 
of  the  war.  Our  troops  performed  like 
the  professionals  they  are,  and  our 
ground  forces  drove  Saddam  Hussein 
out  of  Kuwait  in  less  than  100  hours,  a 


major  achievement  no  matter  how  you 
view  it.  I  think  this  left  a  large  number 
of  Americans  with  the  impression  that 
our  armed  forces  could  beat  anybody 
on  the  block  in  any  situation;  there- 
fore, a  perception  that  our  military  is 
OK  the  way  it  is,  and  there  is  no  rea- 
son for  further  strengthening  of  it. 

One  of  the  things  we  had  going  for 
us  is  that  we  had  a  long  period  of  time 
to  prepare  for  the  war  in  the  gulf.  We 
don't  have  the  air-  and  sea-lift  capabil- 
ities to  do  that  now.  We  don't  have  the 
level  of  forces  in  Europe  that  we  did 
in  1990  and  1991.  We  don't  have  the 
ongoing  research  and  development  in 
weapons  systems  needed  to  deal  with 
future  threat. 

Q.  Some  $30  billion  in  defense  dol- 
lars has  been  earmarked  for  envi- 
ronmental cleanup,  road-building 
and  other  non-military  uses.  What 
do  such  projects  have  to  do  with 
defending  our  nation? 

A I  wrote  a  column  about  this  sub- 
■  ject  in  Forbes  a  while  back.  The 
examples  you  cite  and  others  are  good 
and  worthwhile  projects,  but  they  have 
nothing  to  do  with  national  security 
and  protecting  our  interests.  Some 
view  the  military  as  a  large  savings 
bank,  and  people  on  Capitol  Hill  who 
want  to  pursue  a  project  but  don't 
want  to  appropriate  the  money  for  it 
take  it  out  of  the  Defense  Department 
budget.  It's  peculiar  though,  some  of 
these  same  people  are  the  first  ones  to 
clamor  that  we  spend  too  much  on 
defense — except  when  it  comes  to 
projects  in  their  own  areas.  None  of 
this  is  new. 

Q.  How  might  we  avoid  the  next 
war? 

A First,  let's  take  a  look  at  where 
■  we  are  now  and  where  we  are 
heading.  The  Pentagon  is  spending 
less  on  new  weapons  and  equipment 
than  at  any  time  in  the  last  40  years. 
Military  personnel  will  be  cut  by  a 
third  by  1999.  Our  projected  defense 
budgets  will  account  for  less  than  3 
percent  of  our  Gross  Domestic  Prod- 
uct by  1999,  less  than  any  time  since 
1940.  We  must  reverse  these  and  other 
dismal  trends. 

In  the  past,  the  United  States  was 
able  to  prevail  against  military  threats 
by  spending  our  way  through  danger, 
but  that  approach  no  longer  is  possi- 
ble. Ballistic  missiles  and  other  such 
weapons  have  changed  that  equation. 
Some  of  these  weapons  were  sold  by 
Russia  following  the  collapse  of  the 
Soviet  Union  and  may  now  be  in  the 
hands  of  rogue  nations  and  enemies  of 


our  nation. 

Also,  we  should  broaden  and 
perfect  our  human  intelligence  capa- 
bilities so  as  to  understand  what's 
going  on  in  the  minds  of  leaders  in 
countries  who  pose  a  threat  to  us  or 
might  at  some  later  point.  It's  always 
better  to  anticipate  what  might  happ- 
pen  rather  than  to  react.  □

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denied  our  troops  were  exposed  to 
chemical  agents  during  the  war.  How- 
ever,  in  mid  1996,  they  slightly 
changed  their  tune. 

DoD  now  admits  that  perhaps 
2 1 ,000  American  GIs  were  exposed  to 
airborne  chemical  agents  when  Army 
engineers  destroyed  an  ammo  dump  in 
March  1991  at  Khamisiyah  in  southern 
Iraq. 

During  the  war,  many  units  in  for- 
ward areas  with  chemical-detection 
equipment  sounded  alarms,  forcing 
troops  to  gird  themselves  in  bulky  pro- 
tection suits  and  masks. 

Puglisi  repeated  the  Legion's  long- 
standing demand  that  the  government 
begin  collecting  and  preserving  tissue 
samples  from  veterans  who  served  in 
the  theater. 

The  Legion  contends  that  future 
medical  breakthroughs  might  enable 
researchers  to  determine  if  troops  were 
exposed  to  chemical  and  biological 
agents. 

Meanwhile,  the  Department  of  Vet- 
erans' Affairs  also  is  taking  heat  for  its 
foot-dragging  in  studying  the  effects  of 
low-level  exposure  to  chemical  agents. 
In  testimony  before  the  House  panel, 
VA  public  health  officers  admitted 
such  research  had  been  a  low  priority 
until  revelations  of  the  incident  at 
Khamisiyah  leaked  out.  One  VA  offi- 
cial said  it  relied  almost  entirely  on  the 
Pentagon  for  its  information. 

But  that  excuse  apparently  wasn't 
good  enough  for  Congressman 
Christopher  Shays,  who  chairs  the 
House  subcommittee.  "You  didn't  lis- 
ten to  veterans — nobody  has  listened  to 
the  veterans!"  grumbled  the  Connecti- 
cut Republican. 

That's  all  that  tens  of  thousands  of 
Gulf  War  veterans  want:  the  opportuni- 
ty to  be  heard — and  for  the  powers- 
that-be  to  come  clean  with  what  they 
know  about  the  dangers  of  serving  in 
the  gulf.  It  might  not  bring  back  sight 
to  the  eyes  of  Roger  Parks,  but  it  could 
help  him  see  what  might  have  robbed 
him  of  his  future.  □

congressional  Office  of  Technology  As- 
sessment, said  declassified  logs  of  the 
1st  and  2nd  Marine  Divisions  and  the 
Army's  101st  Airborne  Division  indi- 
cated numerous  detections  of  gas  and 
mustard  agents,  and  that  chemical  muni- 
tions were  frequently  discovered  in 
abandoned  Iraqi  bunkers  and  vehicles. 

Tucker,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
United  Nations  chemical  and  weapons 
inspection  team  in  Iraq  after  the  war, 
says  Iraq  possessed  a  veritable  killer 
gumbo  of  chemical  weapons:  hundreds 
of  tons  of  mustard  agents  and  four  types 
of  nerve  agents — sarin,  tabun,  GF  and 
VX,  not  to  mention  tens  of  thousands  of 
liters  of  biological  agents  which  were 
loaded  into  Iraqi  bombs  and  the  war- 
heads of  Al-Hussein  missiles,  an  ex- 
tended-range Scud.  If  such  weapons 
were  used,  even  just  a  few,  why  then 
weren't  there  massive  and  widespread 
deaths  and  casualties  among  coalition 
forces? 

"Iraqi  military  planners  recognized 
that  it  is  more  disruptive  to  the  enemy  to 
injure  and  debilitate  rather  than  to  kill, 
because  dead  soldiers  require  less  atten- 
tion and  resources  than  wounded  ones," 
Tucker  says. 

Patrick  Eddington  says  there  are  two 
grim  and  compelling  reasons  why  the 
government  would  stonewall  on  the 
chemical  exposure  issue.  First,  in  his 
own  research,  he  says  he  found  U.S. 
military  documents  revealing  that  some 
of  the  Iraqi  chemical  weapons  found 
bore  the  markings  of  having  been  pro- 
duced by  U.S.  firms — agents  and  com- 
ponents that  might  have  been  sold  to 
Iraq  during  its  war  with  Iran. 

Second,  is  a  matter  of  military  re- 
solve on  the  battlefield.  When  Hussein 
threatened  to  let  loose  with  a  barrage  of 
chemical  weapons  on  the  eve  of  the  war, 
the  United  States  and  its  allies  said  the 
response  would  render  Iraq  a  battered 
wasteland. 

"In  other  words,  if  you  accept  that 
Iraq  got  away  with  gassing  our  people, 
what  kind  of  message  does  this  send  to 
rogue  nations  such  as  Iran,  North  Korea 
and  Syria?  Eddington  says.  "We're  an 
open  target  in  future  conflicts  because 
we  are  perceived  as  weak  and  unwilling 
to  live  up  to  [threats  of]  retaliation." 

Anned  with  documents  and  other  in- 
telligence  gathered  during  his  own 
probe  of  chemical  usage  in  the  gulf, 
Patrick  Eddington  took  the  logical  step. 
He  presented  the  information  to  his 


CIA  superiors  in  July  1994,  recom- 
mending the  agency  review  its  earlier 
findings. 

"My  immediate  supervisor  was  quite 
upset  that  I  had  been  looking  into  the  is- 
sue at  all.  Only  my  assurance  to  him  that 
it  had  not  interfered  with  my  regular  du- 
ties prevented  me  from  getting  into  hot 
water." 

In  the  meantime,  the  Eddingtons 
continued  to  sift  through  the  informa- 
tion and  search  for  more  evidence  to 
support  their  claims.  They  waited  for  a 
response  from  the  agency  and  learned 
from  another  analyst  about  the  status  of 
the  report.  "This  person  informed  us  the 
agency  was  determined  to  debunk  the 
information." 

ANGERED  and  disappointed  after 
learning  about  the  CIA's  alleged 
stonewalling  on  the  issue,  Patrick 
Eddington  went  public  with  his  con- 
cerns. On  Dec.  7,  1994,  a  letter  that  per- 
haps will  live  in  infamy,  was  published 
in  The  Washington  Times.  Writing  as  a 
citizen  and  not  as  a  CIA  insider,  Ed- 
dington said  the  government  was  insti- 
gating a  "cover-up"  about  the  extent  to 
which  U.S.  forces  were  exposed  to 
chemical  agents  in  the  Persian  Gulf.  He 
suggested  the  DoD  was  "negligent  and 
obstructionist"  on  the  issue  of  health 
problems  suffered  by  gulf  veterans. 

A  few  months  later,  the  Eddingtons 
were  asked  to  brief  CIA  officials  about 
their  findings.  Shortly  after  that,  Patrick 
Eddington  was  asked  to  give  a  similar 
briefing  to  a  former  top  general  of  the 
Amiy's  7th  Corps  deployed  to  the  gulf. 
"I  ran  into  a  buzzsaw  before  I  started  my 
briefing,"  Eddington  recalls.  "He  told 
me  I  didn't  have  a  case  and  was  stirring 
up  trouble  for  no  good  reason.  End  of 
case." 

In  October  1995,  Eddington  was  al- 
lowed to  give  a  classified  briefing  at 
CIA  headquarters  in  Langley,  Va.,  be- 
fore Jonathan  Tucker  and  Holly  Gwin, 
members  of  the  Presidential  Advisory 
Committee  on  Gulf  War  Veterans'  Ill- 
nesses. Some  of  that  information  was 
expected  to  be  included  in  its  final  re- 
port, which,  at  press  time,  had  not  been 
made  public.  When  contacted  by  THE 
AMERICAN  LEGION  MAGAZINE,  the 
committee  declined  to  comment  on  the 
preliminary  findings  or  details  of  its  re- 
port. 

The  Eddingtons'  work  apparently 
was  gnawing  at  the  nerves  among  some 
CIA  brass.  Patrick  Eddington  says  he 
learned  in  early  1996  that  he  was  the  tar- 
get of  a  criminal  investigation  by  the 
CIA,  seeking  to  determine  if  he  had 
leaked  classified  information  with  the 
publication  of  his  letter  in  The  Washing- 


ton Times.  Eddington  says  the  agency 
found  no  wrongdoing  on  his  part. 

With  great  reluctance  and  the  per- 
ceived reality  that  their  careers  were  all 
but  over,  the  Eddingtons  turned  in  their 
resignations  to  their  CIA  bosses  last  Oc- 
tober. "It  was  something  I  didn't  want  to 
do,  but  the  handwriting  was  on  the 
wall,"  says  Patrick  Eddington.  "It  was  a 
difficult  decision  personally — for  both 
of  us." 

The  Eddingtons  have  since  finished 
writing  a  book  about  his  probe.  Gassed 
In  The  G////' (Insignia  Publishing,  Suite 
535,  1429  G  St.,  NW,  Washington,  DC 
20005,  (800)  606-BOOK  #2665). 
Robin  Eddington  has  since  gone  to 
work  for  a  private  defense  contractor; 
Patrick  remains  unemployed. 

Meanwhile,  the  CIA  and  DoD  have 
been  trying  to  defuse  the  explosive  ac- 
counts that  they  have  concealed  infor- 
mation about  chemical  exposures  and 
other  claims  made  by  the  Eddingtons.  In 
a  rare  news  conference  in  late  1 996,  the 
CIA  responded:  "Their  findings  just  did 
not  pass  peer  review,"  said  CIA 
spokesman  David  Christian,  referring  to 
an  internal  review  of  the  Eddingtons  re- 
port. "To  label  a  difference  of  opinion 
[as  a  coverup]  is  just  unfair,  illogical 
and  plain  wrong." 

DoD  also  has  gone  on  the  defensive. 
"The  Pentagon  has  nothing  to  hide,  and 
I  think  that's  clear  from  our  perfor- 
mance in  the  past  several  months,"  said 
DoD  spokesman  Kenneth  Bacon  in  an 
Oct.  31,  1996,  news  conference.  "We 
have  been  aggressive  in  releasing  infor- 
mation. We  have  no  evidence  that  Iraq 
used  chemical  or  biological  weapons  in 
the  Gulf  War...  The  Iraqis  themselves 
said  they  did  not  use  chemical  weapons 
in  the  war." 

Indeed,  Iraq  seems  a  strange  source 
to  cite  as  credible.  Wasn't  it  Saddam 
Hussein — who  denies  using  chemicals 
in  the  war  with  Iran — who  gave  the  or- 
ders to  unleash  a  killer  chemical  attack 
against  Kurdish  toddlers  and  mothers  as 
a  means  to  deal  with  unruly  rebels  in  his 
own  country? 

And  isn't  this  the  same  crowd  that 
stonewalled  for  time  and  harangued 
U.N.  inspectors  assigned  to  weapons 
sites  in  Iraq? 

As  for  Patrick  and  Robin  Eddington, 
their  preferred  sources  are  the  thousands 
of  Americans  who  put  their  lives  on  the 
line  in  the  Persian  Gulf  six  years  ago. 
"I'm  a  veteran  and  it  hurts  me  to  think 
that — my  God — these  are  my  fellow 
veterans  who  are  suffering  from  a  vari- 
ety of  illnesses  related  to  their  service. 
It's  criminal  if  our  government  is  fol- 
lowing a  deliberate  path  of  turning  its 
back  on  them."  □
